Their dissatisfac­ 
tion results, they contend, from 
retroactive denial of benefits,

The prosecution was to call 
Dr. Dean Carron, psychiatrist 
at Mercywood Hospital in Ann 
Arbor as its final rebuttal wit­ 
ness.

Tuesday denied a m istrial mo­ 
tion by Prosecutor William Del- 
hey. Delhey asked for a new 
tria 
after Bishop broke down 
during an evening session of the 
trial Monday. 
Over 
prosecution 
objections, 
Judge Conlin allowed the de­ 
fense to introduce tape record­ 
ings of interviews with Bishop, 
a 28-year-old laborer, by Dr. 
Emmanuel Tanay, 
a 
psychia­ 
trist who has examined Bishop 
several times. The defense is 
basing its case on insanity. 
, 
The tapes were taken while 
Bishop was under the influence i 
of sodium amatol, a so-called, 
"truth serum.’ 
Just before the tajje reached 
the 
point where 
Bishop con- j 
fessed 
to 
shooting 
Margaret 
Phillips in her apartm ent last 
July, Bishop asked to be allowed 
to leave the court. Bishop at­ 
tempted to leave the courtroom, 
but was restrained by a bailiff j 


Dr. Tanay, who was still on the 
witness stand, calmed Bishop. 
Dr. Tanay said it would be 
better if Bishop were excused 
while the remainder of the ta]ie 
was played. The court granted 
the request. 
In the tape. Bishop, speaking 
in a slow, heavy voice said: "I 
shot her, I shot her. Wily her, 
why her? I just kept shooting 
and shooting. Why her? She was 
always sweet, always an angel." 


Following the testimony of 
Dr. 
Carrom, Judge Conlin is 
expected to charge the jury of 
IO women and four men. Two of 
the jurors will then be elim­ 
inated by lot and the jury will 
begin its deliberations. 
The five possible verdicts it 
can reach are not guilty, not 
guilty by reason of insanity and 
guilty of first-degree murder, 
second-degree murder or man­ 
slaughter. 


Light damage w'as reported, in­ 
cluding’ shrapnel hits on some 
helicopters.

The U.S. Command agreed that

Senators Ask 


Moratorium On 


Reading Tests 


LANSING fAP> — Five mem­ 
bers of the Michigan Senate say 
parts of a reading skills test are 
"anti-free enterprise and anti- 
industrial" and they wan' the 
State Education Department to 
stop giving the test to young­ 
sters, 
Sen. Gary Byker, R-Hudson­ 
ville, and four colleagues intro­ 
duced a re'-c’utian Tuesday call- 
for a "moratorium” on giv- J 
ing the reading section cf the 
Michigan assessment of basic 
skii s test. 
The Senate was to convene at j 
2 p.m. today, with a vote on the 
resolution slated for the session. 
If the resolution we’-e enacted, 
however, it would not have the 
force of law and w'culd not ne­ 
cessarily commit the depart­ 
ment *o implementing the legis­ 
lative intent it specifies. 
The department already has 
given the test to 60 per cent of I 
Michigan’s seventh graders, By-1 
ker reported. The remaining 40 
per cent were expected to take j 
the test — part of a statewide j 
effort 
at 
assessing 
skills 
of i 
fourth and seventh graders — 
next week. (he said. 
Ask Review 
Bvker’s resolution said "the 
ideological thrust of several of j 
tthe pages used ... to measure 
readership 
comprehension 
are 
anti-free enterprise and 
anti­ 
industrial." 
The department, it concluded, 
should be "enjoined" from con­ 
tinuing administering the test 
and schools which have not giv­ 
en the test to pupils "shall be 
relieved of the obligation to do 
so until there has been suf­ 
ficient time to review the con­ 
tent of the test." 
Byker objected to such pass­ 
ages as: 
"The coming of Industrializa­ 
tion has brought new and unique 
problems to the attention of the 
nation. For example, the use of 
machinery on farms has re­ 
leased a flood of workers who 
must find new jobs. New indus­ 
tries spring up to employ these 
laborers, but as each new in­ 
dustry produces a new labor 
saving device, more laborers 
are replaced by machines. It 
seems a never-ending problem." 
The statement continues: 
"Industrial leaders have not 
faced up to the problems that 
this cycle creates; the large de­ 
gree of instability and lack of 
direction that exists is frighten­ 
ing .."

Congress, Nixon Face 
Clash Over Pollution 


Compromise In 


Education Aid 


Talks Reported 


WASHINGTON (AP* - The 
White House, facing stiff Repub­ 
lican 
resistance 
to 
President 
Nixon’s threatened veto of an 
education money bill, is begin­ 
ning to talk comnromise. 
Assurances have been given 
to key GOP members that if 
Congress upholds a Nixon veto 
of the appropriation because it 
goes $1.2 billion over his budget, 
he will accept a lesser increase 
in a new bill. 
The case for compromise was 
strengthened Tuesday when the 
Senate voted, 74-17, in favor of 
the $19.7 billion appropriations 
bill for the departments of La­ 
bor and Health, Education and 
Welfare. The bill covers the cur­ 
rent fiscal year that started last 
July I. 
Despite the clear warning of a 
veto and vigorous administra­ 
tion efforts to build support for 
it, 21 Republicans voted for the 
bill and only 17 against. The 
vote was 13 more than the two- 
thirds required to override a 
veto. 
A compromise Is also being 
considered by supporters of the 
extra funds in case they fail to 
override Nixon's veto. 
At a Tuesday strategy session 
they decided they would come 
right back with a bill trimmed 
about 
$400 
million 
and 
try 
again. 
The certainty that even if a 
veto is sustained the issue of 
spending for education will not 
be settled was underscored dur­ 
ing debate Tuesday in both the 
House and Senate. 
Speaker John W. McCormack 
said if the veto is sustained and 
a new bill brought before the 
House there is "no question" ex­ 
tra funds will be added to it. 
The surest area of increase is 
the one the administration has 
made it chief target—the "im ­ 
pact” aid program, which puts 
federal dollars into school dis­ 
tricts affected by federal activi­ 
ty, such as military installations 
and large defense contracts. 
Nixon requested $202 million 
for the program but the House 
and Senate raised the amount to 
$600 million. The current impact 
aid figure is $521 million.

Intyre. known as the archcon­ 
servative of the American Ro­ 
man Catholic hierarchy because 
of feuds with liberal nuns and 
priests, has retired as archbish­ 
op of Los Angeles, the Vatican 
announced today. 
Pope Paul VI accepted the re­ 
signation of the 83-year-old car­ 
dinal for reasons of age. The 
cardinal had served his arch­ 
diocese for eight years longer 
than the recommended retire­ 
ment age of 75 which had been 
fixed by Pope Paul VI. 
Vatican sources said that au­ 
tomatically succeeding Cardinal 
McIntyre as archbishop of the 
archdiocese, one of the largest 
in the United States, would be 
Archbishop Timothy 
Manning, 
formerly bishop of Fresno, Cal­ 
if., and now coadjutor bishop in 
Los Angeles with Uh* right of 
succession.

A 
young 
California 
priest 
studying

described 
Archbishop Manning as "very 
capable and more moderate’’ 
than Cardinal McIntyre. 
Among the outstanding issues 
in which Cardinal McIntyre in­ 
volved himself was a dispute 
over modernizing of nuns’ hab­ 
its. His battle with the Immacu­ 
late Heart Sisters 
of Lo.s An­ 
geles raged for months and he 
finally lost when the Vatican aj>- 
proved 
now 
regulations. 
The 
Vatican’s 
new 
guidelines 
al­ 
lowed sisters to raise hemlines, 
wear nylon stockings and higher 
heels and modifying their old 
heavy headdress. 
Although the cardinal had his 
critics, he was praised by Cath­ 
olics of many viewpoints tor his 
consistent 
endeavors to raise 
the standard of Catholic educa­ 
tion in his archdiocese. 
The cardinal, a native of New 
Yolk, will bo 84 on June 26.

Small Budget’ 


Cleanup Draws 


Fire From Hill 


WASHINGTON 'API - Pres!- 
dent Nixon is expected to pro­ 
pose a "small budget" approach 
of user taxes, research and tax 
incentives to combat 
pollution 
—a program already drawing 
fire from Democrats and Re­ 
publicans 
who demand more 
drastic action. 
High administration sources 
disclosed Tuesday Nixon’s State 
of the Union message Thursday 
will include the taxes and re­ 
search proposals rather than ex­ 
panded 
government 
spending 
and enforcement authority to 
clean up the environment. 
As outlined by the sources, 
Nixon's program will fall con­ 
siderably short of the federal in­ 
itiatives. money and enforce­ 
ment being suggested by some 
Congress members. 
Officials said Nixon’s "small 
budget" approach is expected to 
apply to efforts to stop air pollu­ 
tion and solve the problems of 
solid waste disposal. Some new 
federal funds may be asked to 
battle water pollution. 
Spur To Industry 
They said more research Is 
needed "because we really don’t 
know 
what 
pollution 
control 
equipment works yet." Tax cre­ 
dits would be aimed at stimulat­ 
ing industry’s own action as 
against pollution, and user taxes 
would be proposed to help pay 
for clean-up. 
Even as word of Nixon’s pro­ 
gram was emerging Tuesday, a 
bipartisan group af House mem­ 
bers already was at wark push­ 
ing a program running countei 
to the administration. 
They sent letters to fellow 
congressmen urging appropria­ 
tion of $1.25 billion in the next 
fiscal year to help build waste 
treatment facilities. The six rei>- 
resentatives said a 1966 antipol­ 
lution 
program 
deserves 
full 
funding and; "To do otherwise 
is to invite catastrophe." 
Such funding was opposed last 
September by Secretary of Wel­ 
fare Robert H. Finch who said 
federal 
outlays 
from 
general 
revenues for solid waste dispos­ 
al facilities amount to subsidies 
for the polluter. 
To Modify Jets 
Finch figured in another ma­ 
jor development on the environ­ 
mental front Tuesday when he 
and 
Transportation 
Secretary 
John A. Volpe announced 31 ma­ 
jor airlines had agreed to make 
modifications on jet engines by 
1972 to cut down on air pollu­ 
tion.

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New Relationship 
Students at Michigan’s two largest univer­ 
sities are manifesting a healthy concern over 
an unhealthy situation. They are mobilizing to 
fight attacks on the environment. They are 
adopting an activist approach to environmental 
pollution in all of its ugly forms. 
At the University of Michigan, students 
have organized something called ENACT, which 
stands for Environmental Action for Survival. 
Members of that organization are urging stu­ 
dents at other colleges and universities in the 
state to hold teach-ins on the environmental 
crisis similar to one scheduled at the University 
of Michigan March 11-14. Nationwide observ­ 
ances on the perils of pollution are being planned 
for April 22, and ENACT wants people on cam­ 
puses and in communities throughout Michigan 
to set the date aside as one on which to “critically 
evaluate the environmental crisis now posing a 
threat to man’s survival.” 
“Everyone has a stake in this crisis,’’ said 
William G. Manning, a student in the U-M School 
of Natural Resources who has been appointed 
ENACT coordinator for Michigan campuses, 
“Young people can no longer sit back and let 
our society poison itself to death. The young 
will inherit the earth and are not going to be 
meek about its destruction. Our goal is action 
— prompt priority action by concerned students 
and communities everywhere — to turn the tide 
of environmental destruction.” 
The teach-ins will be aimed at arousing citi­ 
zens to the threats to the environment. Teach- 
ins may include rallies, speeches, panel discus­ 
sions, seminars, workshops and community pro­ 
jects. Typical projects for student-community in­ 
volvement suggested by Manning include small- 
scale park development, cleaning up a liver or 
other natural area, more drafting suggested leg­ 
islation for correcting local environmental abus­ 
es.

Meanwhile, over at the Michigan State Uni­ 
versity campus a three-dav symposium on pol­ 
lution entitled “Man. the Endangered Species” 
was being conducted. No less than 3,r>00 stu­ 
dents — repeat 3,500 — packed the MSU audi­ 
torium on a cold night to hear U. S. Sen. Gay­ 
lord Nelson (D-Wis.) deliver the keynote ad­ 
dress. Nelson, who spoke on behalf of the nation­ 
wide teach-in on April 22, said he was “amazed” 
at the size of the audience. He said he had ex­ 
pected perhaps IOO to 150 students to be in 
attendance. 
Not to be outdone by their counterparts at 
the rival University of Michigan, students at 
MSU formed an organization of their own with 
a catchy alphabet title. They called it E-QUAL, 
standing for “Environmental Quality.” The 
group is selling tickets on a stuffed seven-foot 
Kodiak bear to raise funds to support the teach- 
in and other environmental action programs. 
★

These programs of the U-M and MSU stu­ 
dents reflect the new awareness of environmen­ 
tal dangers that is emerging across the land. It 
is a phenomenon that spans the generation gap 
and covers the entire spectrum of political phil­ 
osophy. Adults as well as youths are evidencing 
an uneasy interest in problems of the environ­ 
ment. 
The desire to correct these problems h a s 
been displayed by such disparate groups as hip­ 
pies and chamber of commerce members. The 
president of the United States is asking a na­ 
tional commitment. Governors of nearly every 
state have made appeals. Labor organizations 
are so concerned that the Canadian Council of 
the United Auto Workers (UAW) voted to make 
pollution a strike issue in contract talks this 
year, subject to the same economic pressure as 
other collective bargaining demands. On the 
other hand, the reigning Ford of the Ford Motor 
Co. has pledged a $60 million attack on pollution, 
voluntarily. 
It signals a new — and welcome — era in 
man’s relationship to the physical world around 
him. 


The Family Lawyer 
This Way Out 
Finished with her shopping, Mrs. Wilson 
headed for the automatic doors at the front of 
the market. But by mistake, she approached the 
IN side instead of the OUT side. Just then some­ 
one activated the IN door, which swung against 
Mrs. Wilson and knocked her down. 
In due course, she f i l e d a damage suit 
against the store. 
“It is true the doors were labeled ‘IN’ and 
‘OUT’,” she said in court. “But the words were 
placed above eye level, where they were not 
easy to see. No wonder I got mixed up.” 
However, the court denied her claim. The 
judge said the store was entitled to assume that 
a customer would pay closer attention to where 
she was going. 
Generally speaking, the law expects the 
normal shopper to be able to navigate safely out 
of the normal exit. As another court said, in 
denying damages to a tall man who bumped his 
head on a short door: 
“The height of the doorway was obvious. 
It was not a source of danger to a person exer­ 
cising reasonable care.” 
Yet, some doors are not obvious at all. A 
number of recent cases have involved all-glass 
doors, which sometimes give what the law calls 
“an illusion of space.” Courts have usually held 
that if a person bumps unwittingly against such 
a door, the management lay be held responsible. 
But this applies only if the door is truly 
deceptive in appearance. Jf markings or handles 
give fair warning that the door is there, then 
the store cannot be blamed by the person who 
walks into it. 
Whatever type of door it is, the manage­ 
ment does have an affirmative duty to keep it 
in good working order. Thus: 
A woman was seriously injured in a revolv­ 
ing door w hen someone speeded it around with a 
push. Investigation revealed t h a t the brake 
brushes, which were supposed to hold the speed 
down, were all warn out. 
Accordingly, a court ruled that the man­ 
agement was liable for the woman’s injury. Its 
negligent upkeep, said the court, had changed a 
safe exit into a place of danger. 
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Curtains Over Vietnam 
...And Everything Else

Charles A. Well is the author

Over Vietnam” which argues 
that the American people have 
never been told the strategic 
reasons why wre must not be 
pushed out of South Vietnam. 
The third copy he mailed to 
this column eventually reach­ 
ed its destination, along with 
a notation on the flyleaf that 
“the mails are as execrable as 
the ‘paper curtain’ described in 
the book.” There is a moral 
here, and it is not one that 
augurs well for Weil’s efforts 
to educate Americans in the 
balance of plower principles 
that must underlie 
any suc­ 
cessful attempt to keep the 
great “heartland” 
nations of 
Soviet Russia and Red China 
from overrunning the 
“mari­ 
time fringe” countries (West­ 
ern Europe. Southeast 
Asia) 
and so forcing the U. S. to be­ 
come an isolated 
“Fortress 
America.” 
What Well has to say about 
American security interests is 
quite sound. We fought two 
world wars to keep the “fringe 
peoples” of Western Europe 
from being pushed into the sea 
by 
militaristic 
totalitarians. 
And this was at a time before 
the development of the nuclear 
missile when we could have 
afforded the luxury of isola­ 
tion. Today we would pay a 
much greater plenaIty by being 
pushed into an “island” posi­ 
tion between a Sovietized Eu­ 
rope and a Communist Asia.

But to get back to the ques­ 
tion of the U. S. mails. What 
Wed is saying is that he has 
been having difficulty getting 
his message across in a coun­ 
try that has become bogged 
down in its inefficiencies.

EAST JANSING 'AP>-Deep 
concern for the individual and 
the quality of lives was ex­ 
pressed by Dr. Clifton R. Whar­ 
ton Jr., new 
Michigan State 
University president, in a talk 
before the MSU Faculty Club 
Tuesday. 
Wharton received a standing 
ovation in his first public ad­ 
dress since he assumed the MSU 
presidency. An overflow crowd 
of more than 400 attended the 
meeting Tuesday. 
“ I believe that human focus 
should take precedence over all 
othei- dimensions of a univer­ 
sity,” Wharton declared. 
‘‘People are important.” he 
•aid. ‘‘But it is m ore than people 
collectively or in the abstract. 
Each individual is central be­ 
cause of his humaness. 
“In a university we need to 
remind ourselves that we are 


individuals, not merely profes­ 
sors, students, 
administrators, 
cooks and bookkeepers,” Whar­ 
ton said. ‘‘We are persons, not 
merely blacks, whites, Chinese, J 
Nisei. Chicanos.” 
Population, 
technology 
and 
communication, he said, threat-1 
en to reduce a man’s sense of 
his 
individual 
identity. These 
very forces and the accelerat­ 
ing rate of change created by 
man and science also present 
a mandate to universities to 
attack 
the 
problems 
which 
change, in part, precipitates. 
Setting forth his philosophy, 
Wharton declared;
